In  addition  to  the  cost  of  the  set  -  $11.95  each  -  an 
additional  fee  of  $4.95  will  be  added  to  all  domestic  orders  to  cover  shipping  and  handling  costs. 

The  United  States  Mint  Presidential  $1  Coin  and  First  Spouse  Medal  Set  (James  Buchanan)  contains  an  uncirculated  James 
Buchanan  Presidential  $1  Coin  and  a  First  Spouse  Bronze  Medal  bearing  the  likeness  featured  on  the  "Buchanan’s  Liberty” 
First  Spouse  Gold  Coin.  In  the  case  of  President  Buchanan,  who  served  without  a  spouse,  the  First  Spouse  Bronze  Medal’s 
obverse  (heads  side)  design  features  a  reproduction  of  the  Liberty  Head  Quarter  Eagle  designed  by  Christian  Gobrecht,  and 
minted  and  issued  from  1840  to  1907.  The  reverse  (tails  side)  design,  by  United  States  Mint  Artistic  Infusion  Program 
Associate  Designer  David  Westwood,  depicts  the  future  President  as  a  boy,  working  as  a  bookkeeper  in  his  family’s  small 
country  store. 

The  United  States  Mint,  created  by  Congress  in  1792,  is  the  Nation’s  sole  manufacturer  of  legal  tender  coinage.  Its  primary 
mission  is  to  produce  an  adequate  volume  of  circulating  coinage  for  the  nation  to  conduct  its  trade  and  commerce.  The 
United  States  Mint  also  produces  proof,  uncirculated,  and  commemorative  coins;  Congressional  Gold  Medals;  and  silver,  gold 
and  platinum  bullion  coins.
